Some drivers try to cross while the pales are being low- 
ered as a train approaches. Stop signals and watchnu>n 
are of no use with this class of drivers. 


If these drivers alone could be eliminated by pass- 


ing trains, it \vouhl solve the problem. Hut they usually 
endanger other riders in automobiles, and always make 
a train wreck possible. We must get rid of the crossings. 
and in the meanwhile educate, legislate and warn, every 
conscientious driver setting his own good example. 


Some Odious Comparisons 


TLLUMINATING statistics on the cost of living increase 
A in various countries since July, 1914, are published 
monthly by the British Ministry of Labor. Covering not 
only the retail costs of essential foodstuffs but a!so such 
items as house rents, clothing, fuel-and light, they pro- 
vide an accurate index of the extent to which prices have 
increased (or the extent to which the value of money 
has decreased, if you prefer to put it that way) since the 
good old pre-war days. 


If comfort can be derived from the greater mis- 


fortunes of others, these comparative statistics should be 
gratifying for the American housewife trying to make 
ends nYeet on a pre-war budget. 
The statistics show that 


the cost of living in this country is TO per cent, above 
the level of July, 1914. whereas in Great Britain there- 
has been a 75 per cent, increase and in Madrid. Paris 
and Rome increases of 78, 231 and S49 per cent., respec- 
tively. 
For some countries, of course, the increase has 


been beyond the bounds of human comprehension. 
Of 


such are Austria and Germany, where the percentage- 
increase over pre-war costs at the beginning of this 
month were 1,084.000 and 4.039.999.900. respectively. 
Had living costs in this country increased as they have 
in Germany, the loaf of bread which cost five cents be- 
fore the war would have been selling in Coshocton four 
weeks ago for $201.999,980. 


A few nations show a smaller increase in prices than 


does the United States. 
The percentage increase in 


Switzerland is 64; in Australia, 51. and in Canada, 48. 
The "'most favored nation." so far as H. C. L. is con- 
cerned, is the Dominion of South Africa, where the in- 
crease is only 18 percent, over pre-war figures, altho 
three years ago it was 62 per cent. Both in this country 
and in England, it is interesting to note, the cost of 
living in recent months has shown a tendency to rise 
again.

DUCATIONAL standards fixed by the American Bar 


Association include two years of college work as 


prerequisite for admission to the bar. There is a contro- 
versy among educators everywhere as to the number of 
law schools that comply with the association's standards. 
We have no opinion as to which of the several disputants 
is correct, but it goes without saying that, all of them, as 
•wrell as the institutions they represent, are purposefully 
interested in promoting the quality and character of the 
legal profession. 


Since the discussion pertains primarily to education, 


it may be permissible to introduce the opinion of a rather 
eminent authority on the importance of college training 
for the lawyer. Associate Justice Holmes of the Supreme 
Court, commenting on an article on "'The Bar as a Pro- 
fession." written many years ago by the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of England, observed : "A certain amount of educa- 
tion a man must have who is constantly using books.
